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Sir: 

In a Species Election Requirement dated December 15, 2005, the Examiner required 
election under 35 U.S.C. § 121 among (I) Dual sided display with TFT between the first 
substrate and first transparent electrode and color filter element between the second substrate and 
the second transparent electrode (claims 9-1 1, 35-37 and 41), and (II) Dual sided display with 
color filter element between the first substrate and first transparent electrode and an array 
element including a TFT between the second substrate and the second transparent electrode 
(claims 12-14, 38-40 and 42). Applicants hereby provisionally elect, with traverse, to prosecute 
claims 9-11, 35-37 and 41-42, corresponding to Species I. Applicants respectfully submit that 
the Examiner's decision is improper at least because claim 42 is dependent upon claim 41, but 
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the Examiner indicates that claim 42 corresponds to Species II. Moreover, the examples that 
array element and color filter element are formed on upper and lower substrates or lower and 
upper substrates, respectively, have been already known and it is allowable which ever substrate 
these are formed on.
